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NAVY’S WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 
BOARD TO CHOOSE SYSTEM.

CHICAGO, July 2%7.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) With a 
very small stock in sight and 
but four days of grace left, the 
“shorts” in oats and corn ate 
fast approaching a very critical 
period. The price is the high- 
est in a quarter of a century, 
over the corn figure, and at 
one time almost at the whea, 
figure. The big end is held by 
New Yorkers, and not by Mayor 
Patten of Evanston, as at first 
supposed, The important hold- 
ing of new July oats yesterday 
exceeded three million bushels, 
instead of one million, as was 
popularly estimated. 


The New Yorkers accumulated 
their holdings in May, when the 
price was never much over 37 
cents and was as low as 35. 
They held for 40 cents, but when 
the July rainacame and turned 
a splendid oats prospect into an 
uncertain one, they saw their 
opportunity. The price ad- 
vanced to 50, then to 60, and 


then to 70 without any effort. 


There are four days to deliver. 
There may be on the tracks and 
in the warehouses 250,000 bush- 
els of contract oats. It is possible 
in the next four days to in- 
crease this total by 500,000 bush- 
els, but this will not half supply 


the necessities. 


Fortunately, the “shorts” have 


been possessed of wealth, able to 


stand punishment and to con- 
ceal their lossed. There were

TREATY WITH CHINA. 


AWAITS BRITAIN’S APPROVAL. 
[RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

SHANGHAI, July 27.—{By Atlantic 
Cable] The draft of the commercial 
treaty between Great Britain and 
China has been conditionally accepted 
by the Chinese government, but clause 
8. dealing with the abolition of the 
likin, still awaits the approval of the 
British government. This clause pro- 
vides that in return for a sur-tax, 
equivalent to one and one-half times 
the duty leviable under the protocol 
of 1961, China shall abolish all 
likin duties, stations and . barriers, 
and every form of internal taxation 
on British goods, guaranteeing them 
against exactions and delays. 

Other articles deal with the registra- 
tien of trade marks, the navigation of 
the Yang-Tse and Canton rivers, 
bonded warehouses, the equalization of 
duties on junks and steamers. facill- 
ties for drawbacks, the establishment 
of a national currency, the revision of 
the mining regulations, new regu'a- 
tions for the navigation of inland wa- 
ters, the opening of Kong Mun as a 
treaty port on the West River. and 
the appointment of joint ‘commissions 
to settle disputes. 

In Article XII. Great Britain agrees to 
relinquieh her extra territorial righte, 
when the reform of the Chinese judi- 
celal system and the establishment of 
an effective administation shall war- 
rent so doing. 

Ry Article XIII Great Britain agrees 
hereafter to participate in a joint. 
commission. F such be formed, repre- 
senting China and the tr@aty powers 
with the object of investigating the 
missionary question and devisiég¢g 
means to secure peaceful relations be- 
tween Christians and non-converts. 

Article VIII shall become effective in 
January. 1904. subject to the other 
powers entering similar agreements, 
and China agrees on the same date to 
open four new treaty ports Chant 
Sha, Ngangking. Wan Helen and Wal- 
chou. China retains unimpaired the 
right to tax opium and other produce 
for internal consumption.

BIG BONFIRE | 
AT MIDNIGHT. 


Los Angeles Planing 
Mill Destroyed. 
Fire Spread Fust in 
Dry Lumber. 


Loss of About Seventy-five 
Thousand Do! lars—Half 


Insured. 


The plant of the Los Angeles Plan- 
ing Mill Company, Nos, 520 to 530 San 
Pedro street, was totally destroyed by 
fire which originated at 11:40 o'clock 
last night. The loss is stated by one 
of the owners of the plant to be be- 
/ tween $70,000 and $75,000, with insur- 
ance of about one-half. , 

The fire was discovered by Patrol- 
man Willard Smith. He was at Sixth 
and San Pedro street when his atten- 
tion was attracted to a light in the 
direction of the.planing mill. Run- 
ning in that. direction he saw a 
tongue of flame shoot from the roof 
over the engine-réom at the northwest 
corner of the building. He at 
once ran to Sixth and Crocker streets 
and sent in an alarm from box 176. 
Some other citizen turned in an alarm 
from box 361 at Fifth and Wall 
streets. By the time the first engine 
reached the scene, and it had only 
three blocks to run, the whole inter- 
jor of the mill was in flames, and to 
save it was out of the question. Five 
engine companies, six hose wagons and 
three trucks responded to the alarms 
and all of them were needed to pre- 
vent the flames from spreading to the 


small residences which surround the 
mill site on three sides. 

The lumber in tag mill was thor- 
oughly seasoned as tinder, 


and with amazing rapidity the flames 
spread to the large sheds in the rear 
of the mill, in which were stored hun- 
dreds of thousands of feet of the fin- 
est of white pine and redwood lumber, 
ready for delivery to carpenters Tor 
construction purposes. In one of the 
warehouses was a large quantity of 

hardwood lumber for making 
floors, bar fixtures, stairways, etc., 
all of it very expensive, even in the 
rough. 

So rapidly did the flames spread and 
so great was the heat that the fire- 
men were compelled to abandon their 
efforts to save the lumber, and turn 
their attention to the work of saving 
the surrounding dwellings. In this 
they were successful, for the fire 
never got beyond the premises of the 
planing lll except at one corner, 
where roof was burned off a 
barn in the rear of the premises of T. 
Doody, No. 615 Crocker street. This 
barn was stored full of household 
goods, much of which was damaged 


by fir and water. 
After an hous hard work, the 
flames were under control, and the 


work of extinguishing the blaze in the 
mill proper was begun. o engine 
companies remained at work all night, 
and one will work there ali day today. 

The mill was a large frame struc- 
ture, nearly 100 feet square. It was 
filled wfth the latest woodworking ma- 
chinery, the business of the company. 
being to turn out fine woodworg for

be guessed at, for it is not thought that 
there is the slightest suspicion of in- 
cendiarism. 

The plant was the property of Messers. 
Murphy, McDonald and rner. P. 
J. McDonald is president of the com- 
pany, and was manager of the plant. 
Mr. Murphy assisted him. Mr. Mur- 
phy stated last night that just at this 
time the fire caused greater loss than 
would have been caused. had it oc- 
curred a few weeks . The com- 
pany had just installed some valuable 
machinery, and had recently purchased 
a stock of hard wood for use in mak- 
ing fine floors. He estimates the loss 
at between $70,000 and $75,000, and 
says there is insurance amounting to 
between $35,000 and $40,000. Ag soon 
as the débris from the fire can be re- 
moved, the mill will be rebuilt. Ar- 
rangements for the construation of the 
new plant, will be made today. Mean- 
time, the company will continue busi- 
ness, and will fill orders by purchases 
from other mills, if necessary.

The amount of capital increased in 
fifty years from $692,675, invested in 
146 establishments, an increase of $19,- 
671,567, invested in 124 establishments, 
an increase of $10,978,892; wages from 
$193,224 to $1,009,696, an increase of 
$906,472. The smaller increase In wages 
is due in part to the fact that the 
technical operations in starch mak- 
ing have been greatly improved, re- 
quiring a smaller proportioh of labor. 
The total cost of the materials used 
increased from $799,459 to $5,806,422, or 
$5,006,963; the value of products from 
$1,261,468 to $9,232,894, or $7,971,516. 

While the value of products as a 
whole increased 3.3 per Gent, during 
the decade of 1890 to 1900 q decrease 
occurred in a number of States. This 
is particularly noticeable in“New York, 
where it was 35.5 per cent., in Indiana 
37.4 per cent., and in Ohio 15.2 per cent. 
New York was first) in rank, Indiana 
second and Ohio third, the same posi- 
tions they held in 1890. 

The Central States produced the most 
starch in 1900, and therefore used the 
most material, or 47 per cent. of the 
total value. The Middle States used

Accogding to the Geological Survey, 
the value of the entire production of 
stone in the United States in 1901 was 
$60,982,060, a gain of $12,295,405 over the 
value of the product of 1900. This 
great increase in value was shared by 
all kinds of stone. Limestone, includ- 
ing blast-furnace flux, showed the 
greatest increase, from $20,354,019 in 
1900 to $26,406,897 in 1901. or 30 per cent. 
Granite showed the next greate<t in- 
crease, from over $12,000,000 in 1900 to 
over $15,000,000 in 1991, or over 26. per 
cent. Sandstone increased from over 
*. 000, 000 in 1900 to not far from 39.900. 
000 in 1901, about 24 per cent. Marble 
production increased to $4.965,699 in 
1901, or 16 per cent., and slate produc- 
tion increased to $4,787,525 in 1901, about 
13 per cent. In erder of output Penn- 
sylvania, producing every kind of 
stone. ranks first, with a total value of 
510.772.288: Vermont is second in rank, 
with a product valued at 35.288.740:

This prompt 
and noteworthy success has been due 
to the fact that, in addition to the 
merits of the shoes offered, the man- 
ager-—-Mr. Barthmann—began in the 
right way by opening an exclusively 
American shoe store, so spacious, 
handsome and characteristic in its ap- 
pointments as to form an attraction 
on one of the most thronged streets 
of Berlin. Not enly the entire stock 
of shoes, but the fixtures and the 
show windows, the shelving and the 
whole method of conducting the bust- 
ness are typically American. The

RAILROAD MATTERS. 
Railway Building for Six Months. 


According to the Railway Age, the 
railway mileage of the United States 
has passed the 200,000-mile mark. The 
figures at the close of 1901 were ap- 
proximately 199.525 miles, and the con- 
struction for the first six months of 
1902 brings the total up to 201,839 
miles, e track laid during the first 
half of this year on 155 lines aggre- 
gating 2314 miles. This is nearly 500 
miles in excess of the new mileage 
for the first six months of 1901, when 
1817 miles were built. The total for 
the twelve months last year was 522 
miles, and if the same ratio is main- 
tained this year, it will readily be seen 
that the construction for the year 1902 
will easily exceed 6000 miles. Track- 
laying thus far this year has been 
distributed throughout forty-one Btates 
and Territories, the folowing States 
reporting ne new mileage, although 
lines are under construction in all of 
these, with the éxception of two or 
three New England States: New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
New Jersey, Delaware, Wyoming, Ne- 
vada and Idaho.

the occasional mood of some member 
of the household, a temper that sits as 
plainly upon the lowering brow, 
grimly upon the set lips as does the 
little black dog upon the shoulder of 
its owner? An actual cur could be 
knocked off and cuffed soundly; the un- 
happy or discontented frame of mind 
cannot be banished by any action on 
the part of those suffering from it. 

In some families the “mood” is a 
curse transferred from father to son— 
the pity of it!—sometimes from mother 
to daughter, unto the third and four 
generation.

FATHER “OUT OF SORTS.” 

I know one household over which the 
dove of peace spreads its wings except 
upon the unhappy occasion when 
“father comes down to breakfast feel- 
ing badly.“ Where the seat of discom- 
fort is, no one dares ask.

The symptoms are an austere si- 
lence, a lowering brow, an expression 
better suited to the face of the hang- 
man than the yi of the head of an 
affectionate household. All questions 
are answered with a brusqueness and 
decision that would discourage con- 
versation in the most garrulous. Laugh- 
ter freezes on young lips and a fright- 
ened look comes into the children’s 
eyes. The mother lapses into a very 
quiet and gentle manner that seems 
to apologize for the existence of ber- 
self and her brood. When pater fa- 
milfas has dispatched the fruit, @real, 
egg, roll and coffee forming his morn- 
ing repast, he drops a frigid- kiss upon 
the brow of each cowed member of the 
group and departs for the day.

Be- 
fore the children are up, they know of 
its existence, The lord of the manor 
stops ät the nursery door to demand 
“lees noise and more haste in dress- 
ing. opens the door of his wife's 
room to ask if she. supposes that 
Norah “may, by mistake, have break- 
fast on time just this one day,” and 
to complain that the clean shirt he has 
donned is “‘wretchediy laundered.” On 
descending to the breakfast room he 
has fresh cause for complaint if the 
children are not dowm and the cof- 
fee must be above par in excellence 
not to meet with his condemnation. 
The wife must be as wise as a serpent 
and harmiess as a dove if she would 
not fumher rumple the bristling fur. 
When calm returns with the departure 
of her husband, the tears are near the 
‘surface, the food between her teeth Is 
as dust and ashes, and in the pas- 
sage doun her throat, it passes a lump 
that should not be there. The lump i!s 
swallowed, and the tears are resolutely 
kept back for the sake of her children 
and appearances. But she has had, In 
the one hour since she Hose. more 
nervous strain than the entire day 
ahead of her need contain. She goes 
to her work with a heavy heart and 
a burdened mind. 

And why? Because one member of 
the ‘thousehold—and that the one to 
whom all in his family should look for 
guidance and an example of right liv- 
ing—has indulged a mood.“ 

In considering both the cases I have 
cited—-(they are but Instances of thous- 
ands of others)—the question naturally 
arises: why should these particular per- 
sons be allowed to show a temper that 
would be condemned in others? 

Why, indeed! 

EXCUSES WHICH DON'T EXCUSE. 

The chief offender in each case would 
find an excellent excuse for what, in 
ha,pler moments, he might character- 
ize as an uncomfortable humor.” Rus- 
iness worries, a wakeful night, indi- 
gestion. overwork—would be brought 
forward singly or in a group in ex- 
tenuatiop of his behavior. 

To. the clear-minded thinker such 
excuses are puerile and weak. Is the 
man the servant of his worries, or has 
he enough strength of purpose and 
faith in the eternal to rise above them? 
I am not denying that to be pleasant 
under all circumstances is a difficult 
task. But if the iron be blunt the more 
strength should be put to it, and the 
amount of strength exerted is the 
measure of the man's power over him- 
self and his evil disposition. It is a 
disgrace for a grown man to yield to 
a fit of ill-temper for which he would 
punish his ten-year-old child. Having 
a welt-develahed sense of humor, I was 
once amused at hearing a father in a 
sullen, savage mood, ¢hide his son for 
looking sulky and fer not having 
“spoken a single cheerful word” during 
the twenty minutes he had been at 
table. 

“I will not have such temper dis- 
played in my presence,” the man de- 
clared. To be cheerful is a duty, and 
1 demand that you, my son, fulfill that 

uty.” 

Had the boy been impertinent he 
might have asked: As you do, father?’ 
and been punished accordingly, 

Ah, we parents would only re- 
member that children ‘have clear sight 
and a keen sense of oy we would 
etrive more earnestly to live up to the 
doctrines we preach to them. 

THE “MARTYRED” WOMAN. 

It is painful when the father of the 
family makes a pet of the snarhng 
black dog. When the mother does it, it 
is cruel. A woman has the instinct of 
self-sacrifice inherent and developed 
in her to a greater degree than has a 
man. The consequence is that her black 
mood seldom (unless she be a shrew) 
takes as actively offensive or as ageres- 
sive a form as his. It oftener assumes 
the guise of martyrdom. She is “blue;” 

nobody loves" her, or if she is “loved 
a little“ by her children, she ts. “not 
appreciated—is not understood.“ On 
the whole she is “a failure-—a pitiful 
failure’—and she has tried so hard,” 
and she has meant to do so well.” 
Tears of self-pity come to her ald, and 
she feels indeed like one forsaken bv 
those for whom she has given the best 
years of her life. 

Such morbidness as this is often the 
result of some physical malease, but it 
is nevertheless, petty, and so weak as 
to be wicked. If it were trué that she 
had nobly sacrificed herself for those 
she loved, if she were really the hero- 
ine depicted by her distorted imagina- 
tion, such self-sacrifice, such heroism, 
would keep her from moaning, from 
lamenting. It would bear her up to the 
end, or, if it failed to do this. it would 
teach her to suffer in silence. But in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred our 
morbid woman ie not so badly abused

Jas she fancies. The member of 
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that is to be deplored. The baby gir 


family who tries to convince her of 
this will not meet with success, 
and will be added in a mental cate- 


to t list of those who do not 
retand.” 

“It is but another!” the unhappy 

woman will sigh. “I might have been 


spared this last lesson in human na- 


ture.” 
WHEN WOMAN IS DEPRESSED. 
The well-meaning sister, brother or 
husband can but stand patiently by 
and wait for the clouds to lift. For they 
will lift when the “mood” . This 
mood of self-pity is very hard to com- 
bat when one is half sick and alto- 
gether weary. But it is a state of mind 


who, sleepy and tired, sets herself for- 
lorniy down and bursts into the child- 
ish wall of “Poor me! poor me! must 
cause in any woman's heart a throb ot 
comprehending compassion, for self-pity 
is the frame of mind into which weary 
women all over the world are wont fo 
lapse. A tired man is taciturn, or 2 
or savage. A woman is oftener de 
pressed. All the world is awry, her 
dali is stuffed with sawdust—and she fs 
sorry for herself! It would be well it 
certain lines of Faber e «ould be read 
by all women during these periods. of 
depression: 


“The discord is within which jars 
So sadly in life's song; 

‘Tis we, not they, who are at fault. 
When others seem to wrong.” 


The effect of the mother’s depression 
upon the children is pathetic. If 
“father” is cross he is not in the house 
much of the time, and “mother” is al- 
ways there to turn to. But if “mother” 
is unhappy—! 

I say with all reverence that the 
mother is to the young child ve like 
what God is to the religious soul. She 
is his greatest of all goods and powers. 
When her face is clouded, when her 
eyes are dimmed by tears, life is 
very dark to the children. Ah, let us 
women be very careful, very tender, 
lest we “offend one of these little 
ones!“ They can be children but once, 
it takes trifles to fill their hearts witn 
joy, and such small things to darken 
their little world, and we have the joy- 
martng, the shadowing in our hands 
for such a little while! It must need 
be that offenses come, but woe unto 
him by whom the offense cometh.” Let 
not the offense come through the 
mother’s weak indulgence of a mood!“ 

This matter already mentioned of 
the right of some to indulge ill humors 
that would not be endured from - 
ers is a curious one. We may not be 
able to explain the strange fact, but 
we cannot deny its existence. There 
are few households in which there is 
not some member whose moods are 
dreaded, or, at least. who must be 
“managed” to be kept in a good hu- 
mor. It is a shame to manhood and 
womanhood, a disgrace to professed 
Christiahity that this should be true. 

ILL-HEALTH PLEA NOT VALID. 

The right to yield to this self-in- 
dulgence may have been claimed in 
childhood when he who exercised it 
was a passionate, quick-tempered 
child, or it may be a remnant of a 
long and painful illness, or it may— 
let us blush to acknowledge it—be e 
of the prerogatives of chronic invalid- 
ism, and As excused on the plea that 
the moody person “never feels really 
well.” For this reason must he never 
allow others to feel really happy? Is he 
to make nothing in the way of a round 
aud perfect character from the suffer- 
ings he has endured? What a waste, 
what a loss! To each one to whom 
suffering has at last brought clearness 
of vision or a right estimate of values 
has come a time when he feels he must 
profit by suffering, or lose tremen- 
dousy by it. With the individual rests 
the decision as to which it shall be. 

George Eliot says: It would be a 
poor result of all our angttiish and 
wrestling if we! were nothing but eur 
old selves at the end cf 3 we could 
return to the same ind loves, the 
same self-confident blame, the same 
light thoughts of human suffering. the 
same frivolous gossip over blighted hu- 
man lives, the same feeble sense of 
that unknown toward which we have 
sent forth irrepressible cries in our 
loneliness.”’ 

If a charocter is strong and sweet it 
should be made yet stronger and 
sweeter by suffering. We should scorn 
to make this suffering the excuse for 
inflicting pain upon those with whom 
we live. 

SELFISHNESS THE ROOT. 

The mood does not in all cases take 
any one of the forms mentioned in 
*his article. It may assume the guise 
of an attack of the blues,“ when the 
victim to this uncomfortable disor- 
der asks nothing of his. friends except 
to be “let alone.” Were the friends less 
Sympathetic they would take the un- 
sociable creature at his word and shun 
him as they would a growling, un- 
friendly animal. 

It is time for us to look the “mood” 
in the face and recognize it in, all its 
ugliness. It is nothing more or less than 
an outcome of selfishness, an evidence 
of morbid egotism. Those of us who 
indulge it may deplore it as a weakness, 
but we do not class it as an actual sin. 
It is a gin, and an ugly one, creating 
as much misery as the disrervard of 
what we choose to consider the weight- 
ler matters of the law. It is a direct vio- 
lation of the command that the Mas- 
ter told His followers was second and 
like unto the first and great command- 
ment. Surely it cannot be a small sin 
to turn to those with whom our lot 
is cast a frowning facégwhen they look 
for smiles; to 4 en the day 
for those for whom we should brighten 
it: to give the stone of a, judicial &. 
lence when they look for the bread of 
sympathy. It is no licht sin to tear 
down and trample thé Golden Rule in 
the dust. 

To get away from self by becoming 
interested in the joys and sorrows of

not naturally interested ip other peo- 
ple and their affairs, what then? Let 
us learn how to be interested. It is our 
duty as their fellow-men sister 
women. 
EXHIBITION OF WEAKNESS. 
We prate much of our self-control 
when we conceal our emotions. What 
about the man-who has so little self- 
control that he cannot hide the fact 
that he is cross, or vexed, or blue“ 
The man who has genuine control over 
his feelings can hide his unhappy m 
and smile with others. To show by 
frowns, a brusque manner, or a gloomy 
silence that one is out of tune,” is 
neither manly nor heroic. Thes t 
oughbred should scorn * yield to such 
weaknesss. : 
Incredible as it may seem, there are 
persons who are rather proud of their 


moods, is an expression that they ute . 
ter with ill-dissemblied pride. If a man 
is to be judged by the effect he produces 
upon others, these egotists have little 
to boast of. Men love joy better than 


sadness, nshine better than gloom. 
A well-known quotation comes to the 
mind in this connection: 
»In this world, where there 16 so 


much real sorrow, and so much un- 
necessary grief of fret and worry; 
where men stumble in rough paths, 


than help them up; where tears are as 
common as smiles, and hearts ache so 
easily, but are poorly fed on higher joys 
—how grateful ought we be that God 
sends along, here and there, a natural 
heart singer, a man whose nature is 
large and. luminous, and who, by his 
very carriage and spontaneous actions, 
calms, cheers and helps his fellows.

TH RATES AND DISEASES. 

A recent dispatch from Washing- 
ton gave some figures in regard to 
the death rates and the most prev- 
alent diseases in cities and towns 
throughout the United States, in- 
cluding California, the  statigtics 
being taken from a report of 
the United States Marine Hospital 
Service, which has gathered statistics 
or death rates from 1435 cities and 
towns throughout the country. The 
average death rate for these 1435 cities 
and towns was 16.07 per thousand, 
and it is a curious fact that the death 
rate of Los Angeles was almost ex- 
actly that figure, being given as 16.06. 
By the way, the dispatch quotes the 
average death rate as 16.07 “per cent.” 
This, of course, is a mistake. It 
should be 16.07 per thousand. A 
death rate of 16.07 per cent. would 
wipe out the entire population in 
about ten years, after allowing for 
Dome ottsiders and new arrivals 
in this section, whe have been in the 
habit of hearing Los Angeles referred 
to as a health resort, may be 
surprised at finding that 
the death rate of this city is no lower 
than the average of all the princinal 
cities and towns of the United States, 
including many where the climate is 
2 The explanation ia simple.

in the report that of 365.900 deaths 
From all causes in the United States 
more than 41,000 died from tuberculo- 
sis, and of 1927 deaths reported for Los 
Angeles last year, 428 were from tu- 
berculosis. Now, it is a well-known 
fact that tuberculosis was practically 
unknown among the native-born res- 
idents of California, and of those 
who died of the disease in Los Angeles 
only a small percentage had been 
here more than a couple of years. 
When to this is added the fact that 
the County Hospital is located withia 
the city limits, it may casily be seen 
that the death rate of 16.06 per 
thousand, as compared with an av- 
erage rate of 17.02 for all the cities 
and towns of California, is. by no 
means an unfavorable one. If the 
deaths of people who have not lived 
in the city more than five years, and 
of those who died in the County Hos- 
pital, should be deducted, it ts prob- 
able that the annual death rate of 
ioe Angeles would not be over 16 
per thousand, and perhaps less.

ALARIES OF POLICEMEN. 
It is expected that the City Coun- 

ell, which has full powers in the 
premises, will today take up the or- 
dinance providing*for an increase of 
the salaries of policemen. The ordi- 
nance has bben reported by the com- 
mittee of the whole, but is open to 
amendment. It is deemed probable 


the wages of the police, but a gradu- 
ated scale may be decided upon. 

It has been fully established that an 
increase of the officers’ salaries is 


cost of living and the prevailing local 
conditions; that hard service is re- 
quired of the men; that it often hap- 
pens that their working day is un- 
usually lomg, and they well earn their 
money; that the proposed increase 18 
a business proposition for the good 
of the service; that it the city is to 
insist upon the best of men on the 
force it must pay good wages; that 
there is no political game under the 
proposition; and that a graduate 
scale, beginning at $900 a year for 
new men and rising to $1200 a year 
as the maximum pay is such an ar- 
rangement as a well-managed private 
corporation would adopt. 

If this scale should be adopted Ly 
the Council the proposed salary ot 
$900 per annum to beginners 
would apply to all newly appointed 
men, and if the system were adhere‘ 
to in the years to come it would be a 


city in the long run. With the 
scale definitely fixed at $900 for the 
first year, $1000 for the second, $1100 
for the third and $1200 for the fourth, 
the average salary would be $1050 per 
annum for the four years—not large 
enough to “break the treasury” or to 
en use citizens whose lives and prop- 
erty need protection by good, true 
men, to “view with alarm.” No sen- 
sible man nor full-grown newspaper 
need go into Lilliputian fits of double- 
leaded hysteria over such a propo- 
sition.

The difficulty is increased by the fact 
that the Wright law. although framed 
with good intent, proved a miserable 
failure, and brought ruin to thous- 
ands pot land owners, while at the 
same time giving California a bad 
name among outside investors. At the 
same time, this is a question which 
must be faced.. Sooner or later it 
must be taken up and settled, and 
the sooner the better, for the develop- 
ment of the great Southwest can 
never reach its maximum so long as 
the question of water rights remains 
unsettied or in doubt. 


In a speech at Denver, F. H. Newell. 

chief hydrographer of the United 
States government, who is in active 
charge of the Work outlined by the 
irrigation act, said: 

“Looking into the future, one real- 
izes that there must come a time 
when water must be apportioned with 
justice to all, and à century or 
more hence we will have it distributed 
not upon priority rights, but upon 
techni¢al rights. We cannot have a 
farmer getting more water than he i: 
entitied to, because his great-grand- 
father or somebody else happened :o 
secure the water right two months 
ahead of somebady else. Water must 
ultimately be copserved in the most 
just manner for the general weifcre 
of all citizens.”

“Dean Stanley's conception of the

‘With its feet resting upon the earth 

and its top lost amid the clouds. It 

was through the medium of a gream 
that this wonderful vision was vouch- 
safed to him. The dream was inter- 
preted into a reality when Jacob awoke 
and heard with awakened ear the voice 
of God promising that His seed should 

) be as the dust of the earth, and that 

it should spread to the east and to the 

west, to the north and to the south. 

When Jacob awoke he took the stones 

upon which he had been lying, and 

erecting 8 them an altar or pillar, 
poured oil upon it meact of solemn 
consecration, and called the name of 
the place Beth-El, or the House of God. 
We see here 8 of sacred 
places, localized and consecrated and 
set apart. That pillar was the rude 
parent of every temple and fane ever 
erected and consecrated for divine 
worship. I desire, therefore, to speak 

a few words on the sacredness of 

God's house. There is little danger 

of over-reverence for sacred places 

and things in this age, because the 
tendency is rather to irreverence, than 

overreverence. 

“Phere are three main thoughts 

Which the text suggests. First, the 

awfulness of God's house, its awe-in- 

spiring character. The word ‘awful’ is 
used nowadays In too flippant a sense, 
which is destructive of its character. 

We shou'd consider the church a sacred 

place, because it is God's house: be-

1 in confirmation, blessed in holy 
matrimony, fed on the spiritual food 
of Christ's body and blood in the Holy 
Eucharist, and because when all that 
is mortal of us is awaiting its burial, 
it is here that our pale and cold bodies 
are brought in closing benediction, 
while the funeral chant of Mother 
Church soothes the mourners with the 
blessed assurance of the resurrection 
to eternal life. Such a plaee is alive 
with the spirt of awe and reverence. 
Such scenes and solemnities weave 
themselves into the very architecture 
of the sacred edifice. The concussion 


holy thought, leave their impress and 
influence upon the place, as the vio- 
let leaves its perfume in the room long 
after it has been carried out of it. 
There remains a sacred heritage of 
indescribable power, unseen, but none 
the Jess felt, which tells us that this 
is a sacred place. 

“The second thought is that this Is 
God's abode; His dwelling place.

Those 
Who talk about. worshiping God only 
under the great dome of heaven, who 
tell us that the breath of the forest 
ur the wash of the wave, is all the 
music they care to listen to, and that 
they think that is the only way to 
worship God, are pure sentimentalists, 
who mistake their admiration of na- 
ture for the worship ot nature's God. 
Let us never forget that in the taber- 
nacie in the wilderness, in the great 
temple of Solomon, and in the upper 
chamber at Jerusalem, God mani- 
fested a special and recognizable pres- 
ence. Do we come to church to hear 
the preacher, or to listen to the music, 
or te see the people? God forbid! We 
come to God's house to meet Goad, 
‘Let us come before His presence with 


| thankegiving, and show ourselves glad 


in Him with psalms.’ 
“The third thought suggested by th 


text is that the church is the gate 


of heaven, the vestibule to that mys- 
tePious place, in which God is en- 
throned. and from which He rules the 
universe. The church is an entrance 
to the divine life. Too often, alas! It 
Is used for every other purpose than 
as the gateway to heaven. It is often 
used as a gateway to social favors and 
position, a ladder upon which we climb 
to human popularity.

which we cannot overcome. 

There are fixed facts in our ex- 
istence which forestalled our coming 
into being; for example, the natural 
laws which govern all biology, our 
own included. Undoubtedly we have 
‘come trailing clouds of glory,’ and 
bearing within us the power and 
sense of the infinite, but even so it is 
under conditions which are as natural 
as the growth of any other animal or 
plant. The physteal and material 
forces within us modify the action of 
the spiritual powers which are the 
badge. of our humanity. We have a 
sense of more than physical existence.

Perhaps the most glaring example of 
this Is the statement that the city. of 
St. Paul pays her patrolmen only $18.40 
per month. In response to a telegram 
yesterday, John J. O'Connor, Chief of 
Police of St. Paul, wired yesterday that 
in that city the following schedule of 
salaries is paid: Chief of Police, $208.33 
per month; captains, $166.66; lieuten- 
2 888.42, sergeants, $75; patrolmen, 

70. 

It was shown in The Times yester- 
day that instead of being paid $41.66 
per month, as stated im an afternoon 
paper, the patrolmen in Denver receive 
$85 per month.

Labor in New York, First Quarter, 1902. 

According to the New York State 
Bureau of bor Statistics, the amount 
of idleness among the members of 
New York labor organizations in the 


| first quarter of 1092 was far smaller 


than it has been in the months of Jan- 
vary, February and March in any re- 
cent year. Heretofore at least 10 per 
cent. of trade unionists have been idle 
during those months, but this year 
the proportion has fallen to 6.2 per 
cent. Similarly the proportion of 
unionists idle at the end of the quar- 
ter was only 13.6 per cent. in 1902, as 
compared with 30.6 per cent. in 1897 
and 18.3 per cent. in 1899, the best rec- 
ord hitherto for the end of March. 
While the improvement is fairly gen- 
eral, it is particularly noticeable in the 
building trades, which contain nearly 
one-third of all the members of labor 
organizations in the State. In the 
clothing trades, too, the proportion of 
unemployed upionists was much 
smaller than uSual, although it did 
not quite equal the remarkable record 
of 1899. While the proportion of union 
wage earners who found some employ- 
ment in January, February or March 
increased very largely in comparison 


their employment averaged only a lit- 
tle better than In the corresponding 
months of last year. The average num- 
ber of days worked by the men in- 
creased from fifty-eight in 1897 to a lit- 
tle less than sixty-seven in 1901 and 
67.2 in 1902. Average earnings of or- 
ganized Wworkingmen increased in 
about the same ratio, having been 
$155 in the first quarter of 1897, a Uttie 
lese than 3183 in 1901 and a little 
over $184 in 1902. On the whole, there- 
fore, the conditions of the labor mar- 
ket were better in the first three 
‘months of the present year than they 
have been in the corresponding period 


of any year since the depression of

INVADERS. 


THE :STORY OF 4 YEAR'S 
ADVANCE.- 


{London Mall! A year the 
American invasion.ef our was 
regarded by the average Englishman 
with amused contempt. Today it is 
4 matter of serious national concern. 

In the past twelve months the Amer- 
icans .have won a series of victortes 
never before equaled in industria! 
history. The sensational transference 


of the Atfantic trade from British to 
American ownership is only one thing, 
and by means the chief, athough it 
the popular imagination 


trol ot the main future means 
of London interna! transit has almost 
passed into American hands. Eighteen 
months ago the merchants of Cardiff 
would have laughed to scorn the idea 
of American coal touching our sales. 
This spring many of these merc ts 
were doing a substantial part of their 
business as middiemen in Europe for 
the output of American mines. 

The match manufacturing business 
has been seized. American boots have 
given Leicester and Northampton oper- 
atives a hungry winter. Our great iron 
works are being replannead under 
American engineers and on American 
lines to meet American competition. 
American contractors have shown us 
how to get double work out of 
mechanics. 
THE FINANCIAL PREMIERSHIP. 

In the exchange of trade statistics 
tell their own tale. Today America 
sends us goods to the value of £3 
ibs. for every £1 worth of goods we 
fend America. The balance is made 
up by the transference of British se- 
eurities into American hands. ‘Thus 
it happens that a large part of our 
new ioars is floated by Mésers. J. &. 
Morgan & Co. of New York, and thh 
the Rockefeller Bank in the same city 
has made special arrangements for 
dealing readily in British securities 
there. Americans are becoming so 
largely concerned in British holdings 
that months ago the rumor of fresh 
British trouble in South Africa caused 
a slight panic on New York Stock 
Exchange. 

This brings us to the most impo-- 


tant part of the American advance. 


one that has been done quietly—the 
acquisition of financial remiership. 
ot jong since England wa the finan- 
cia! monopolist of the worl and con- 
trolled the monetary business of two 
hemispheres. Even today British banks 
are supreme throughout South Amér- 
ica and in the Far East. But a change 
is rapidly being made here, thanks 
largely to the work of the Standard 
Oil combination. 
The Standard Qi] combigation, the 


is a small group of men, not more 
than three dosen in riumber, and with 
the real power resting in less than a 
dozen hands, who have for some years 
heaped up incredible wealth by substi- 
tuting the principle of combination for 
competition in business. They started 
with the oil industry; but while this 
is still their main concern, they have 
now branched out in many directions. 
It is they who are mainly responsible 
for the American capture of the At- 
lantic, they are supreme in American 
railroads, and they are becoming more 
and more concerned in banking. The 
difficulty would be to say not what 
they wre infreste4 M. but what they 
are not. For their ways are secret, and 
their real profits are carefully hidden. 
It has always been the principle of the 
Standard 011 people to accumulate 
great funds for business purposes, and 
not to scatter all their profits. 

In Bishopsgate street the premises of 
the London branch of a new American 
bank, with a capital running into mil- 
lions, have recently ‘been finished. 
This is openly established to fight for 
the exchange and general banking 
business of the Far East, and has al- 
ready acquired important connectfons. 
Banking, as every expert recocniz:s, 
carries much trade with it, for the na- 
tion that owns the banks gets the 
trade. America means to own the 
banks. | 
THE TRANSIT “COMBINE.” 

The transit combine.“ begun by the 
men who created the steel trust, hes 
made great strides. The Americans de- 
sire to have a through way for their 
goods from the borders of Asia to th- 
Heart of Europe. The first step was to 
unite the main railways of America 
This was the more easy because the 
money of one “combine,” the Stand- 
ard Of], is in so many of them, and 
because Pierpont Morgan. in hie 
work as a reconstructor during the 
troubled times of the early nineties 
secured many of the leading systems 
largely in his hands. 

The second step was the capture of 
the Atlantic, beginning with the pur- 
chase of the Leviand line, and goine cn 
to the acquisition of the White Star 
and Dominion. The American line was 
siready controlled largely hy the Penn- 
evivania Reilway-—in other words, the 
Standard magnates-—-and the At- 
lantic Transport represented allied in- 
terests. The third step is the contro! 
of the Pacific freight carriers, which is 
now ü in process of development. 

The fourth step will be the acquisi- 
tion of running concessions over some 
of the main canal systems of England 
and Northern Europe. A few months 
ago the Morgan interests were rumored 
to be feeling their wav about what 
could be done with the Manchester 
Ship Canal. Last summer the head 
of the Erie Canal made a special] tour 
of inspection over our European sys- 
tems. Wise men will keep their eyes 
on our now despised canals when 
watchin~ for American developments. 

THE SHOE CONTEST. 


The shoe trade affords the most 
striking instance of the advance of 
American manufactured goods in this 
country. 

For the first eleven months of 1900 
American shoes came to this country 
to the value of £198,000. For the same 


period last year these imports had 
risen to £347,000. Right through the 
winter the American imports con- 


tinued to rise. At the same time our 
own shoe trade passed through one of 
its dullest seasons. In the autumn 
Northampton started a relief fund for 
its unemployed, and angry mobs as- 
sembled around the offices of the local 
authorities demanding work. In the | 
spring a mob of unemployed stopped 
the r on his way back from 
church, and thé leaders of the crowd 
were proceeded against by the local 
authorities. Our entire shoe manufac- 
turing district has had a winter and 
spring of heavy depression, with many 
out of work and part time general. 

In iron and steel the American attack 
has done direct The American 
manufacturers have ceased to export 
pig iron and steel to us on account of 
their own unequaled demand. Taking 
advantage of the quiet time, several 
of our leading works are overhauling 
themselves, on American lines, to be 
ready for their rivale when the fight 
ie renewed. The works of the Consett 
Iron Company of Boickow, Vaughan 
& Co., and of Guest, Keen & Co. are 
being transformed,

NDIAN COMMISSIONER 
LAY LOW YESTERDAY. 
IN EVADING THE CON- 
TROVERSIALISTS. 


Charles F. Lummis Scouts the The- 


ories of the Alarmists that the Mis- 


sion Indians Will Forcibly Resist Re- 
moval from Warner's Ranch. 


Indian “Commissioner Jones, who 
made a guarded entrance into the city 
Saturday, is still “lying low.” Yester- 
day, after a visit to the residence of 
Charles F. Lummis, Where he met Dr. 


L. A. Wright, agent of the Mission 
Indians, he left town for the day, and 


was careful not to make known, for 
the benefit of anxious inquirers, his 
destination. His meeting with the com- 
missioners yesterday did not develop 
any news of public interest, and Mr. 
Jones is now seeking a short rest from 


the work and travel which he has un- 


dergone during the past month 
West. He is accompanied by hi 
and daughter. 

After perusing the results of the local 
Indian Commission's wo Mr. Jones 
has wired his approval of the report 
and recommendations just made by 
that body. Government action upon 
the report, involving the moving of 
the Indians resident upon Warner's 
ranch, is expected soon. \ 

There are a number of people from 
the south in the city, who are trying 
to upset the plans for the removal or 
the Indians, and who predict dire 
things if the plans are carried out. They 
have been trying to get at Commis- 
missioner Jones, but thus far he has 
succeeded in evading them. | 

Since the Warners Ranch Indian 
Commission first went into the fleld 

Times received many com- 
munications from outsiders ing 
upon the local Indian situation. Some 
have been for, and some violent 
against, the policy advocated by the 
commissioners for the disposal of the 
aborigines. Some people have 
become considerably aroused over the 
fear that open t le ts impen ing. 


in the 


Mr. Lummis emphatically denies 
that there is r of serious physi- 
dal resistance from the Indians who are 


to be evicted. He said, yesterday: 
MR. LUMMIS's COMMUNICATION. 
“There is no more danger of ‘blood- 
shed’ or an ‘Indian. war on a small 
scale’ in the Warner’s Ranch case than 
there is in Westlake Park. Enough 
credit is not given to the common 
sense of the Indians. They are striv- 
ing, manfully and persistently, to make 
every legal point count. They do not 
wish to feel afterward: If we had only 
done so-and-so, we might have saved 
our home.’ But they are not fools 
enough to think of resisting the gov- 
ernment, nor are they of that dispo 
tion. They have a found respect for 
aw and authority, They obey their own 
aws scrupulously; they obey our laws 
without a thought of rebellion—when 
they can find out what our laws are. 
But in the ay a instance they have 
been bedevilled by so many and 80 Va- 
rious ‘friends’ with all sorts of ns- 
trums, visions and ma, that it can- 
not be wondered: that they are con- 


“Without jesting or exaggeration, I 
wish half their white advisers had 
the Indians’ horse sense in the matter 
when left to themselfes. The absurd 
theories and hopes have not been in 
any instance the fault of the Indians, 
but have put into them by sym- 
pathizers who really ought.to be a lit- 
tle less ignorant and a little more 
th tful. 
“All the trouble there is has been 
wantonly and needlessly made by out- 
aider& who were ‘sorry for the Indians’ 
and didn't pause to‘refiect what might 
come of advice they took no pains to 
be sure was right or possible to be car- 
ried out. The result of it has been to 
keep the Indians in extreme suspense, 
to keep them running over the country 
in hopeless attempts, and to keep them 
spending what poor savings they can 
scrape up in the community to try 
some new nostrum. All the things have 
been well meant, I am sure; but th 
have not done an ounce of good, all 
put together; and they have done sev- 
eral tons of harm. They have kept the 
Indians stirred up, confused and ex- 
cited: and have mate harder tot 
them and for those who are working to 
help them. I hope, for the sake of a case 
which is sad enough at best, considerate 
people will refrain from thoughtless 
and idle talk which seriously ag- 
gravates it. The commission is of re- 
sponsible persons, familiar with the 
facts all and several, in touch with the 
department, and has given its time for 
two solid months to the most search- 
ing investigation. No such thorough 


examination of any similar case was i 


before made. ‘ 

“The commission has mate a far bet- 
ter solution of the difficulty than it or 
anyone else dared hope; and to the 
satisfaction and gratification of the de- 
partment. It has done everything that 
was possible to do to save the Indians 
their old homes—and not by guesswork 
or chatter, but dealing with: the high- 
est authority in the United States. It 
had the direct aid of President 
Roosevelt, Senator Bard and Commis- 
sioner Jones. It has carried the legai 
questions to the Department of Jus- 
tice. It has tested not only every pos- 
sibility suse sted by innumerable cor. 
respondents, but a good many which 
so far as heard from have not occurred 
to these friendly people. And while it 
probably regrets as much as do those 
who have not had the labor, the loss of 
Warner's Ranch to the Indians, it 
can locate them in any one of half a 
dozen places where they will be in- 
comparably better off in every respect 
whatever except their fine sentiment 
for the old home. Ther will have as 
good places as any of their white 
neighbors, and incomparably better 
than 4 other Indians in the whole 
West. ey will be the envy of every 
other tribe tn Southern California: and 
a precedent for the department in la- 
ter locations of Indians., There is fully 
as much need now for public sympathy 
to turn to the dosen other Indian tribes 
just as near this city, just as Indian, 
just as deserving, but still suffering 
on reservations that are a disgrace to 
our civilization. They are the ones that 
need now for someone to be sorry for 


them. They have the same sorrow as 


the Warner’s Ranch people, in many 
instances, for they have been @riven 
from their old-time homes; and in- 
stead of being given a better one have 
been corralled upon absolutely worth- 
less lands. Their destitution and suffer- 
ing are known to everyone who cares 
enough to find out: and have been go- 


ing on for a generation. An important 


government report in 1883 set forth 
their condition.
